WAUKEGAN VOTE IS LIGHT 



Reports from other parts of the 
<ounty ore to the effect that Antioch 
vtaa not the only townahlp that had its 
political scrap on Tuesday. 

At Libertyville the People's party 
won a sweeping victory over the Re- 
publican party. 

At Highland Park William J/Obee 
■was re-elected as supervisor in a three 
■cornered race, one of the hottest the 
town has had in along time. Edward 
Maroney, popular chief oi police of the 
■city. Rave a further indication of his 
popularity when he was elected cori- 
atable, leading the entire ticket. Mrs. 
Jennie L. Miller, only woman candidate 
' was defeated for the office of'aaaistant 
supervisor. « 

In Zion City the big fight was between 
B. C. Thompson and G. R. Kirk for the 
office of supervisor, with the former 
winning by a majority of B29i The In- 
dependents put up a hard fight to elect 
Kirk, but the majority which piled up 
for the Theocratic ticket plainly showed 
them that their cause was lost. Kirk 
used every effort to offset the Zion vote 
by pitting the Winthrop Harbor vote 
against it Aotoa bearing the sign 
-vote for Kirk" piled between the two 
places all day, but the effort w^s a 
failure and Thompson was carried into 
■office by aland slide. 

At Waukegan the election fell far 
abort of creating the excitement that 
was manifest at the primary. The total 
ivote cast on Tuesday was over 400 less 
than that of the primary. 

George Bairatow was elected as auper- 
"Visor without opposition. Chas. Crapo, 
Andrew Efflnger, Conrad Hollatein, D. 
A. Button and W. . 0. Samson were 
•elected as assistant supervisors. 

Only two contests developed. Loo F. 
Farmer ran for Justice of the Peace on 
the Independent ticket and went down 
(0 defeat with less than half of the 
Tote that he received at the primary. 
His defeat was the result of the stren- 
' -eouB fight put up by those who object- 
ed to the part ho had taken in .the 
prosecution of the blind pig casesl 

Wm. Wells was an Independent can- 
didate for the office of constable. He 
also met defeat having received but 157 
votes.

Thft Truth About Scarlet 

fever in Antioch 

Reports being circulated in the sur. 
rounding county In regard to the scarlet 
fever situation In Antioch are so great* 
ly exagerated that we talce this oppor- 
tunity to give the public the facts and 
at the same time emphatically deny 
the rumor that close to fiftv cases now 
exisi in this village. The number of 
cases in Antioch and adjoining territory 
will not exceed eleven or twelve. All 
of these cases are quarantined and most 
if not all of them are well on the way 
to recovery. 

True it is that our schools, churches 
and movies have been closed by order 
of the board of health on three occas- 
ions. In February the fever broke out 
in the grade school, three cares being 
discovered there almost at the the same 
titne. The school was closed, the bun- 
day Schools were closed and the chil- 
dren of the school were forbidden .to 
attend movies or gatherings of any 
kind. As no more cases developed for 
a time the quarantine was lifted. 

Then along about the middleofMarch 
after the high school basket ball team 
had been to Elgin, more cases of the 
fever was reported,, this time mostly 
among the young people who had at- 
tended the basketball tourney at Elgin. 
T4ie schools, churches and movies were 
closed and all public gatherings were 
forbidden for a week. Once more con- 
ditions appeared to be normal, schools 
wore resumed for one week when sud- 
denly two or three more cases were re* 
ported one from the grade school and 
one from the high school and one or 
two that were not students at any 
school. Then again came the quaran- 
tine. Monday everything was again 
ordered closed, and we are atill closed 
and probabbly will be for a couple of 
weeks. All children under sixteen 
years of age have been ordered to stay 
on their own premises and two deputy 
marshals are on duty to see that the 
order Is obeyed. But let it be thorough- 
ly understood that this quarantine 
measure has been resorted to on each 
occasion in an effort prevent a furtner 
spread of the trouble. 

We are not, as many outsiders seem 
to think, '•being swallowed up by a 
terrible epedemic," but are only sub- 
mitting to the safe and sane application 
of a method to stamp out the disease aa 
soon aa pofsible. 

In all we have had about a dozen 
cases in about seven weeks and five of 
the cases have been outside the village. 
Now just subtract twelve from fifty 
and vou will see that about thirty-eight 
of Antioch'a feyer caaea are "hot air.*'

Auto Accident 



On Last Wednesday afternoon E. A. 
Perry was driving east on the plank 
road, when the steering gears of his 
automobile refused to work properly. as 
he- reached the bridge at the eastern 
end of the cement on the road above 
mentioned. His car crashed into the 
railing of the bridge, doing a great deal 
a damage to the car. 

It seems that the gears locked and in 
an endeavor to avoid the clash Mr. 
Perry wrenched the steering whpel with 
such strength and force that the same 
broke, throwing one of his hands 
through the lower glass of the wind 
shield, lacerating that member so it 
bled profusely. The car was covered 
with blood as was the greater part of 
the road thereabouts. Seeing his great 
loss of Llcod Mr. Perry was tying his 
wrist when another auto came along 
and gave, assistance. The machine also 
took him to Libfjrtvville. where he was 
given medical aid. It n;as also discov- 
ered that four ribs were broken and 
that he was badly shaken up. So far 
Ve have been unable lo get an inter- 
view with Wr. Perry.— Grayslake Times.

Tuesday was a busy , day for the 
judges and' clerl* of election. They 
were kept hustling the entire day to 
take care of the crowds that throgged 
to the polls and piled up the largest 
number of votes that has ever been 
cast in Antioch townahlp. .thereby re- 
versing the decision of the voters at 
the caucus and declaring B. F. Naber 
the successful candidate for the office 
of BU^rviaor, by a majority of sixty- 
five. ^ 

The entire fight centered on the 
choice for that office, with L. B. Grice 
the regular nominee being opposed by 
B. F. Naber on the Independent ticket. 
The scrap waa started several weeka 
before the caucus when both Grice and 
Naber avowed themselves aa candidates 
for the office. Each aide "pulled every 
available rope" and when the votes 
were counted on the nineteenth day of 
March It was found that seven hundred 
and fortV'four enthusiastic supporters 
had each cast a ballot for the candi- 
date of their choice. The supporters 
of the two factions were quite evenly 
divided and the result of the scrap 
gave Grice Just twenty votes to the 
good. 

Mr. Naber immediately announced 
his intention of running.on .th.9 Inde- 
pendent ticket and the scrap began all 
over again with renewed .vigor. .Each 
aide worked with gnm determination 
ar.d «h9n election day dawned it re- 
yealed a thoroughly organized'band of 
workers arrayed on each side. Just aa 
soon as the polls- were opened the 
voters began to pour in and the row of 
autos on Main street alt the morning 
ftiadeone think of a "fourth of July" 
celebration. Everybody was buay, 
automobiles hurried back and forth, 
with each one that was working in the 
intererest^f Mr. Naber carrying a blue 
ribbon across the wind shield. Check- 
ers were stationed at each polling 
place and it is safe to say that every 
yoter in the township, with the excep- 
tion of those under quarantine, was 
brought out, and the largest vote in 
the history of the township was re- 
corded; '■ 

The total number of votes cast was 
1015, of this number 472 were cast for 
Grice and 537 for Naber. These figures 
go Co show that since the result of the 
caucus was announced Grice ha3 added 
90 to his listof supporters, while Naber 



added almost double that number, his 
exact gain being 175.

Governor Small, on Wednesday of 
this week answered the anti-admlnls- 
tration propagandists who ha.ve been 
clamoring for the pushing of the good 
roads program regardless of cost. 

He answered by letting contracts for 
fifteen miles of bond issue roads in 
Cane county for $345,000 or $29,975 a 
mile including cement. 

This is thousands of dollars less than 
the bids of February 1S» -which he re- 
jected; thousands less tba)i the propa* 
gandlita said the roads would cost and 
under the $3o.OUO a mile figure which he 
intimated some time ago was the roaxi 
mum which he would pay for roads. . 

The contract was awarded to McCall 
Construction Company of Chicago. 
Woric is to be commenced at once.

When Com Cropa Are Destroyed Late 
Planting of Sunflower Ai- 
■uret SUage. 

Chinch bugs which destroy so much 
Illinois corn will not attack the sun- 
flower. Thia fact makes It possible 
for those Illinois farmers whose com 
crops have been destroyed by tliese 
pests to plant sunflowers ar.d be as-. 
Burcd of sumclent silnge for feeding 
purposes. The agricultural experiment 
station of the University of Illinois 
Is conducting a series of experiments . 
with the sunflower on tlic experimental 
farms here and in Madison county 
near Alhambra. The latest experi- 
ments Imve shown that the best re- 
turns can be bad by planting ;the seed 
late In July and cutting the crop be- 
fore the plants get so larjie that they 
are hard to handle. This dlfllculty 
In handling has been the chleC cause 
of complaint made by fanners thnt 
have been growing sunflowers for sil- 
age, and now thnt It has been proved 
that this objectionable feature can be 
elimlnatea by Intc planting those In 
charge of the experiments expect many 
more farmers to raise sunflowers as 
a substitute for com for silage pur- 
poses. 

Questionnaires seeking Information 
as to the need of such a substitute and 
beiiring or.- the methods of planting, 
and cutting the crop have ^een sent 
to farmers nil over the state by the 
experiment station. A circular show- 
ing the results will be prepared by 
tho department ns soon hs the ques- 
tionnaires are returned. Tliese results, 
arc espectod to verify the results .of 
the experiments carried on by the uni- 
versity, which showed tlint the nvet*- 
nge- yield of sunflower per acre foi: 
sllnpe purposes Is suriH'lslngly high 
and that the cost, In money, labor and 
deproclntlon of soil Is less.

WASHINGTON,— No American rights 
have been surrendered because of 
the war and none of. them will bo 
aurreiMlered, This tersely expresses 
the buiHs of the Harding foreign policy 
us outlined today by an nuthorltatlve 
ofllclal of the new administration. 

Although no positive assertion wns 
made, It was clearly indicated thnt at 
tlie proper time _the United States 
would , have an Iniluentlal spokesman 
to present Its .cause before the league 
ond to stand rigidly for America's 
claim that It* aided to bring about the 
victory over Germany and will not sur- 
render any American rights protected 
by that victory. 



"When the time comes, It was de- 
clared, the United States will be found 
demanding: Uecognltiou of a right to 
a cable base on the Island of Yap, a 
right now being contested by Japan' 
which has the mandate over Yap, 

The right to oil privileges in ^leso- 
potnmln extended to nations uflUlntcd 
with the League of Nations, a right 
contested by Great Britain. 

The spokcaman ifor the adralhlstrn- 
tlon toduy said It would not be the 
policy of the administration to he at 
all fiamboynnt or boastful or belliger- 
ent In the handling of foreign prob- 
lems growing out of the war and sub- 
sefiuent treaty negotiations. But this 
much he made plain: The rights of 
the United Slates In world nffalrs ex- 
ist today right here Just as they ex- 
isted on the, day of the armistice. 

No one bus surrendered uny of these 
rights; no one had any authority to 
surrender such rights. 

The rights of the United States could 
be altered or curtailed only through li 
treaty properly negotiated and rati- 
fied; so far as the United States Is 
concerned there Is no such treaty.

UPWARDS of 50,000 appointments 
to public offices, carrying salaries 
nggreijjitlng wore than SIOO.OOO.OOO n 
year, .<ire to be made by President 
Harding. Some of those have been 
made, many others will be announced 
during the next few months, while 
still otliers will be made'as the terms 
of present Democratic olllceholders ex- 
pire, 

Tlic first fruits from the shaking 
of tlie official "plum" tree were cabi-' 
nqt oillcers, whose salaries are ?12.000 
a year each. Others to come Include 
nearly a dozen ambassadors, whose 
salaries are $1T,C00 each ; many minis- 
ters at $10,000 each; assistant secre* 
turles, fcdenil Judges, atloraeys and 
marshals, customs collectors, mcmbors 
of vnrlous government boards and 
commissions and postmasters by tho 
thousands. 

In contrast to the huge patronage 
roll of Mr. Harding arc the appointive, 
perquisites of Vice President Coolldge, 
whose immediate appolntmcnta com- 
prise only his secretary, clerk,' page 
boy and n private telegrnpli operator. 
Their salaries total $7,700 a year. The 
vice president himself receives $12,000. 

Among appolntmentB are seven 
members of the shipping board at 
$12,000 each; two members of the In- 
terstate commerce commission at $12,- 
000 each; live members of tlio. federal 
reserve board at $12;000 each; three 
members of the tariff commission ot 
$7,500 each ; two members of tho fed- 
eral trade bommisaloh at $10,000 each ; 
some of tire nine members of the rail- 




road labor hoard at $10,000. and four 
members of the federal farm loan 
board at $10,000 each. 

Four of the nine Supreme court jus- 
tices also may be appointed by Pi'esl- 
dent Harding. Chief Justice White nnd 
Associate Justices McKennn, Holmes 
and Day now are eligible, by botli age 
and length of service, to voluntary rc- 
tlroment. The salary of the chief Jus- 
tice is $15,000, and tlmt of associate 
Justices $14,500, 

Postmasters comprise the bulk of 
presidential patronage. There are 
nearly. 50,000 postnmstersblps remain- 
ing in the presidential class, although 
Mr. Wilson placed many In the civtl 
service. 

In various executive branches of the 
government the Department of Justice 
leads In patronage, with a .roll of 
about $130,000, Including a solicitor 
general at $10,000, one assistant to tlie 
attorney general at $0,000 and seven 
otlier assistants at $7,500. 

In the Treasury department tlie prin- 
cipal plums are treasurer nt $8,000 
nml the commissioner of Internnr reve- 
nue at $10,000.

"Whereas, animated by the same 
spirit of comradeship In which wo of 
the Amerlcnn forces fought alongside 
these allies, we desire to add wimtover 
we can to the Imperishable glory won 
by the deeds of our allies and com- 
memorated in part by this tribute to 
their unknown dend : Now, therefore, 

"Be it enacted, etc., Thnt the Presi- 
dent of the United Stntes be, nnd he 
hereby is, authorised to bestow with 
appropriate ceremonies, military and 
civil, the congressional mcdnl of' hon- 
or upon tho unknown, unldontlfled 
British soldier burled In Westminster 
Abbey, London, England, and upon the 
unknown, unldentlded French soldier 
burled In the Arc de Triomphe, Paris, 
France." 

It now seems likely that wo are to 
hnve the same sort of a ceremony 
here In America — thnt an unknown 
American soldier's body will be brought 
home from France nnd burled nt Ar- 
lington, or possibly even In the capttol.

Tlie cltizcn.s of llaltlnion; staged an 
IniprcttHlVG pageant of the centenary 
of the Ihittle of North Point and Fort 
McUenry during the week of Septem- 
ber VX, 1014. CongrosH appropriated 
$7r..0tXl for the erection of ii monu- 
ment to Key, this nioninnont to bo 
doUicatod this summer with appropri- 
ate ceremonies. It la therefore timely 
to recall tbe stirring events which I(fd 
to the writing of this Innuortal song. 

Uopi^scntatlvD J. Charies Lfnthlcum 
of Maryland In a recent speech In the 
house reviewed tliosu events and said, 
among other things: 

Mr. Lintldcum — This monument now 
to be dedicated by the national gov- 
ernment to that Immortal poet is but 
a fitting tribute from the government 
to my native state of Maryland for 
the boroism, generosity and support 
of its people during the troublous 
times of l^ilt!. 

To the strong support of JIaryland, 
nnd particularly of Its metropolis. Ual- 
limore, Is largely due tbe successful 
termination 'of that war.' It was a 
Jialllmore man— Minister Tlnckney— 
who asked for Ids leave of England, 
j^nd was nmde Attorney General of the 
X'nltod Htntes, and wrote the declara- 
tion .of war. 

Miiryland gave to tlio w^ar more ofll- 
cers, ships, anrl seamen than any otlier 
jitatc. She supplied -10 ollUers. or 
neuHy nne-llftli of all, the oUlcei-s, of 
tbe Amnrlciin navy. Virginia suppllod 
'12, wblcli was more than all New Kng- 
lund. Haltlmore su|ipllcd 51 privateers; 
iSaleni, '10; IJoston, .S2; and rhiladel- 
jtlila, 14; and tbe state of Maryland 
.equipped over KM) privijteors In all. It 
Aa estimated that the loss to Kngiand's 
commerce by tiip Haitlniore privateer 
captures alone was over ?10,OOO.tKKJ. 
It was Conunodore .Tohn Itogora of 
iHaltlmore. who connnanded the Norlh 
Atlantic Kfiuudron, and Stephen De- 
catur. .Tr,; a native of lleriln, 5Id.. who 
commnnded the South Atlantic squad- 
ron. It was Counnodnre Uogcrs of 
Maryland on tlie dagshlp The Presl- 
■ (lent wiio personally Urcd the (Irst shot 
of tbe war at the Ilritlsb ship Bel- 
vodlra. It. was a Chesapeake crew, 
commanding the Constitution, lietler 
known as Old Ironsides, which cai>- 
tureU tlie first frigate Guerrlere, 

The merchants of Baltimore loaned 
to liie national |,;overnmtMit $.^,000,000, 
wbldi was iater'assumed by tlie city 
of Ilnlt:lmore, and Iweunio Its Hrst 
municipal debt, Finding no part of 
this fund available for tbe defense of 
tiio city. Baltltnore mlsed 5000.000 ad- 
-dlttonnl with which to fortify Fort 
IjIoHenry, Fort Bahcock— now lUver- 
^Hlde park— and Fort Covington— now 



Port Covington— nil today within tbe 
limits of the city of Baltimore. 

Because of her zeal and loyalty, 
BaltUaore was singled out as the 
target for British vengeance. On the 
ITtii of June, 1814, n newspaper pub- 
lished In London stated: 

'"rhe great expedition preparing at 
Bordeaux for America is destined for 
the Chesapeake direct. Our little army 
In Canada wlil at the same Instant he 
directed, to make a movement In the 
direction of the Susquehanna. Both 
armies will In nil probability meet at 
Washington, Phlludelphta, nnd Balti- 
more. Our naval, and military com- 
nuin(l'»rs iuive no power to conclude 
any iirmlstlce or suspension of arms. 
They carry with them cortalti papers 
widch will be offered to tlie American 
government at the point of the l)ayo- 
nei." 

After the huudllating sack of Wash- 
ington, llie British turned with rt>- 
newed anger to attack BUltlmoro, to 
wlilch the helpless national govern- 
ment could offer no resistance. 

The British, however, found strong 
fortlllcatlons to protect tbe city against 
their attack. Gen. Samuel Smith, a 
heroic revolutionary figure, with a 
large force, had built fortifications over 
a mile In )engU» from the liarbor as 
far as tlie present Hopkins hospital. 
Behind tlieso were mounted over 100 
cannon, wIUi 10,000 troops. Tbe cit- 
izens rallied as one man under Genend 
Smith and tolled day after day with 
pick, shovel, and wheellmrrow until a 
great armament greeted the British 
when, after the Battle of Norlh Boint, 
they arrived within sight of tbe city 
and were compelled to retreat to tlielr 
ships without a single shot. The 
Americans were so eager for the en- 
counter they could liot await their 
coming. When news reached General 
Smith of the ancliorage at North Point 
oC a British licet of 50 vessels, the 
most fornddabie fleet ever seen In 
American waters, Geii. Strieker asked 
leave to advance wltli a brigade of 
:J.OOO men to draw tliem on. Those 
men who landed on the 12th of Septem- 
ber, 1814, were picked soldiers of Ku- 
rope, the Duke of Wellington's In- 
vincihles and Lord Nelson's victorious 
marines, fresii from Napoleonic wars. 
The Americans nuirched bravely for- 
ward to meet tbe conquerors of Na- 
poleon on the battlefield of North 
Point. General Boss, udtli 7,000 men, 
tarried to lunch. General Strieker, with 
aOO voluntary skirmish party, advanced 
to draw them on. General Ross, hellev- 
nig It Incredible that tlic new repub- 
lic should Jiave men so fearless, as to, 
advance against Ills British forces, 
proceeded to Investigate, when he was 
sliol down by American riflemen, anil 
tbe conunund fell to ColonCl Brooke. A 
nioimincnt today stands for the two 
yoimg men lf\ Baltimore who brought 
down General lloss. For nn hour and n 
ball* the raw mllltia of the States held 
In check" the veteran army numbering 
foul- times Its strength. The day closed 
with a loss to the Brltlsli of 500, as 
against ICO of the militiamen, only 20 
of the latter being killed, tlie others 
wounded or disabled. Thus was foughtj 



the hiittle of North Point and the re- 
tirement of the British to their ships. 
It was this matchless defense that 
saved the nation nnd checked the pro- 
posed attack upon Philadelphia and 
New York. 

Tlien tooli.phico the attack upon the 
Idstorical Fort McHenry ; 10 bomb- 
and-rocket vessels bombarded tlie fort, 
throwing a constant shower of rock- 
ets nnd bombs, the later weighing 220 
pounds. Colonel Armlsted, in command 
of tlie fort, was unable to roach them 
except on one or two occasions wlien 
they came nearer. As tbe army was 
retreating, a more severe bomhanl- 
ment than before was executed. Un- 
der the cover of darkness, as a last 
resort, several rocket vessels nnd 
barges, wltli 1.250 picked men, passed 
south of Fort McHenry and attempted 
to land. After passing the fort, tliey 
threw up rockets of rejoicing imd to 
light n landing place. This, however, 
was their undoing, and caused. Com- 
modore Itoger's "invincible crew" at 
Fort Covington, under Lieutenant New- 
comhe and Bnniey's flotilla men, _un- 
der Lieut, John Wehsfbr, at Fort Bab- 
cock, to pour Into them a pitiless fire, 
sinking one barge with nil on board 
and compelling the rest to retire. The 
enemy retired badly ' damaged under 
the fire* from Fort McHenry and the 
Lazaretto. At a safe distance they 
continued to bombard Fort McHenry 
until morning. Tbe bombardment 
lasted for 25 hours, and tliey are said 
to have thrown 1,500 to 1,800 great 
bombs, 400 of Which landed In Fort 
McHenry. 

Dr. William Beanes, who had en- 
countered the displeasure of the Brit- 
ish at Upper Mariboro, In their march 
upon Washington, had been carried ofl: 
In their fleet. He was a particulariy 
close friend of Francis Scott Key, who 
visited the fleet at Baltimore to seek 
tii(! release of his friend. Having 
boarded the Jllnden, one of the ships 
of the fleet, the British compelled him 
to remain until after tbe bombardment. 
There lie was during that momorahle 
night when Fort JIcHenry was being 
so terribly assaulted. We can well 
Imagine bis anxiety as to the fate of 
tlie fort and the attack to he made 
upon the city wherein resided his fam- 
ily and loved ones. He nnd his friend 
paced the- deck' during that night of 
September 13. The bombardment 
ceased Just before day. So long as 
the bombardment continued they knew 
the fort had not surrendered, but when 
It censed before daylight It left them 
in great suspense as to the result. We 
niny well Imagine how earnestly they 
lookeii forward to dawn and suIUcient 
light to relieve their anxiety, H*w 
linppy they must have been when tliey, 
saw that "tlie flng was still there." 
Key was stirred to the depths by pa- 
triotic fer\*or and devotion, nnd there 
wrote his song of rejoicing,- "Tlie Slar- 
Spangled Banner." 

Tlie memory of tlie old flag w^lilcb 
saluted Key on that momlug of Sep- 
tember 14, 1814, still lives In the 
hearts of the people, and the flng Is 
stored in the arciilves of the govern- 
ment. 



Chicago, — Mysterious death threats 
pinned to the front door with butcher 
knives ; crude skulls and crossboues 
drawn on window panes by an unseen 
enemy; black-hand letters demanding 
money — these are some of the expe- 
riences which luive caused tlie fam- 
ily of Jacob Kolh, a machinist of 48-10 
Altgeld street, to live a life of terror 
for the last year. 

The climax came at ten o'clock one 
night recently when Jlrs. Sophie Kolb 
answered the telephone. 

"This Is Bluck-Hand Kltel" came a 
man's voice in grufl! tones. "If you 
don't, come across witli that $5,000, 
we'll blow up your house! This time 

we mean business! Bring " 

Woman Faints at -Threat. 
Mrs. Kolh beard no more. She sank 
to the floor" In n faint, leaving the 
receiver dangling. Jlotorcyclo Police- 
men Anderson a,id Maloney' were 
rushed from Shakespeare avenue sta- 
tion and the Ciagln station was noti- 
fied. Mrs, Kolb was hysterical. 

"I'nf sure I recognized that voice," 
she said after she hnd been calmed. 
r*It sounded like Frank Poblowkl. a 
y(Jung man about eighteen years old, 
who used to run around with Conrad 
Braenier of 1707 Clybourn avenue, who 
tried to go with my oldest daughter, 
Amelia, sixteen, I knew Braemer had 
been arrested, so I forbade him to see 
my daugliter. 

" Til get even wlLli you,' he threat- 
ened, but I've never seen him since. 

"A year ngo, when we lived at 4044 
Belmont avenue, tlie first death threat 
came. A note was pinned to the front 
door with n butcher knife. The note 
rend: 'Your tiirn Is next.* It was 
signed with n skull nnd cross bones. 
Four months later a letter came de- 
manding .?5,000 be brought to nn Ice 
cream parior at Cicero and Fullorton 
avenues. It stated our bouse would

Tills is Wic most severe punishment 
she can inflict, for Filipino children 
take an almost abnornml pleasure In 
going to school and acqulrln;: an edu- 
cation. The all-ruiplna loylshiture, In 
response to the popular demand for 
'•schools, and still more schools," Is 
constantly Incrcaslns Its appropria- 
tions for education, but the schools can 
scarcely be constructed fast enough to 
care for the evcr-lncreiislnt' enrollment. 
The school unruUmcnt Is now S'J'.2,IX)U 
without any compulsory nttendenco 
laws. When Dewey snlled Into Manila 
Bay tliL'ru were 11,100 private schools 
In the islands. Today there arc GXitXI 
schools and collet'cs, with IT.WO Fili- 
pino teachers and about l.OtH) other 
teachers, .'Ml of whom are Americans. 

The Uidverslty ot the I'hiliitpines Is 
tliu center of k'arnlnfr of the entire 
Orient, and Is the pride of the Fili- 
pino people. It has an enrollment of 
8,.j00 students. Santo Tnmas uidver- 
sity of Manila, older than Iliirvard, is 
anutlier famous sent of learning:.

1 hove been informed that otlief 
states have overbid and taken from 
the University of Illinois some of our 
best Instructors, to such an extent that 
some of the classes are discontluued, 
some of the remaining Instructors are 
overworked, nnd there are not suffi- 
cient rooms for the classes. I have 
seen hundreds of students pass brisk- 
ly out of a room which Is filled al- 
most Immediately by another large 
class, not giving time for the room to 
be properly ventilated between classes. 
Then a hike down the street to the 
stock ^how barn where one ond of the 
arena Is partitioned off with curtains 
to accommodate the class. It scema 
the faculty Is doing Its very best to 
ucconnnodute the students u\ider pres- 
ent circumstances. 

Two years ago we took an auto trip 
to Chicago and drove 40 miles out ot 
our way to get the benefit of Indiana 
roads. A laaa asked why we came to 
Indiana to yo to Cfilcago. I said, "You 
have good roads, ytfu know." He said, 
"Illinois would have good roads, too. 
If llie people were aot so stingy." I 
sin-veyed t/y pos-sllillliles of resenting 
the seeming Insnll, then said, "Yep, 
you are rlt;lil," and drove on. Now 
suppose you were mid you could have 
the best of liisiructors and accommo- 
dations at the nnlviM-slty If you were 
not so stingy. 1 will leave It for you 
to look fiir the pnsslbllUIcs of rcsent- 
juent or tulie llie bitter dose us I did. , 
Please notice I um not accusing any- 
one of being stliigy, nor um I trying 
to Infinence or dictate. I am just try- 
ing to eliminate prejudice and mis- 
taken Ideas which might keep you 
from doing what you wish to do. 

When proldbltlon and woman's suf- 
frnge heciune popular, they soon be- 
came a part of Uie Constitution of the 
United States. When it becomes pop- 
ular that the needs of the University 
of Illinois should be appropriated, then 
It Is the same us done. Which would 
it be — for gooil or bad?

In Ills decision Justice Morchauser 
ruled out of the divorce suit as conll- 
dentlai and privileged the alleged "con- 
fession" letters written to Mr. Still- 
man by his wife, lie also ruled out 
letters written to Mrs. Stlllumn by 
Fred Beauvals, an Indian guide, who 
was named In the banker's complaint 
as co-respond(^nt and accused of belnj 
the father of Mrs. StiUman's Infant 
son, Guy. 

Ueferring to Mrs. Stlllman's charge 
that her flnancler husband Is the father 
of a ao-month-old son born to *'Mn*. 
Florence H. Leeds," former musical 
revue girl, the decision said: 

"The defendant has amended her 
answer and charges octs and conduct 
upon the plaintiff of shnllo.' character 
as charged by him against her and 
such acts are supported by aflldavlts 
of different persons. 

"She does not seek a divorce, but 
pleads recrimination against the de- 
fendant as a defense. If the acts and 
conduct as charged against each other 
are sustained, neither will be entitled 
to a decree. 



"KING" OF BERLIN REDS DIES 

Wllhelm Sylt Expires From Wound In- 
fllcted In Fight With Police- 
Strike Call Fails. 

Berlin, April 2.— Wllhelm Sylt, 
known as "the uncrowned king of tlio 
lierlln proletariat." died as a result of 
a bullet wound received Thursday af- 
ter he struck a policeman who arrest- 
ed him on suspicion that he was plan- 
ning a general strike. 

The electrical workers attempted to 
call u strike as soon as new.** of his 
death became known, but the project 
was voted down by an overwhelming 
majority.

London, April 5. — Summer time be- 
came effective In Great Britain ut two 
o'clock Sunday morning, when all the 
clocks In the United Kingdom were 
set forward an hour. It Is the sixth 
year of daylight savings.

to the Knox Peace 

Resolution. 



WAR WITH GERMANY TO STOP 



France's Envoy Extraordinary In Con- 
ference With Senator Knox at 
Washlnoton — Seeks Only Good 
Will of U. S. People. 

Washington, April 5.— France, act- 
ing through her envoy extraordinary. 
Uenc- Vlvlnnl, who Is seeking the 
moral support of America In the col- 
lection of reparations froni Gernmny, 
has withdrawn all objections to pas- 
sage of the Knox peace resolution ter- 
mliuitlng the technical state of war 
witli Germany. This became known 
following a two-hour conference 
which the French envoy bad with Sen- 
ator Knox of Pennsylvania, author of 
Uie peace resolution. 

Xeltlior M. Vlvlanl nor Senator 
Knox would comment upon tlie nature 
of their deliberations, but from an un- 
questioned authority came this state- 
ment within an hour nfter the former 
premier had. left tlie Knox home: 

"It nmy safely be assumed now that 
the French mission will not press up- 
on this government any policy which 
would lead to our continuance In a 
state of war with Germany while 
Franat, England, Italy, .lapan and 
others enjoy all the advantages which 
come from the relations renewed by 
the advent of peace. 

"The good will of the people of the 
United Stated is the matter of supremo 
Importance for the French. In addi- 
tion, it Is admitted that whatever em- 
barrassments were feared in connec- 
tion with tlie reparations problem 
have been dispelled by the rcceitt pro- 
nouncement of the American govern- 
ment's attitude on the reparations 
question. 

"Furthermore, In the reading of 
proviso five of the Knox resolution, 
which until this time wasJlttle known 
to the French, a great light has 
dawned upon them, W'hlle thnt ap- 
plies to aggression generally the 
French people who know America best 
see in that proviso their best guar- 
antee of American backing In any 
cause of righteousness. 

"They wisely regard that provision 
for American action on Its own free 
will as far more important than any 
contract which could be written, 
knowing the greater amount of energy 
nnd devotion the Americans would put 
upon the task before them under such 
conditions." 

The French envoy Is scheduled to 
meet Senator Knox tonight at the 
home of Senator McCormlck, who Is 
givlnff a dinner for the visitor. Other 
guests are to be theUepubllcan mem- 
bers of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations. 

On Tuesday night President Hard- 
ing Is entertaining for the French en- 
voy at the White House. There again 
Senator Lodge as chairman of the sen- 
ote committee on foreign relations, 
along with Itepresentatlve Stephen G. 
Porter of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
tlie bouse committee on forelgu af- 
fairs, will be brought Into touch with 
the French emissary. Senator Lodge 
himself will give a dinner for the mis- 
sion later In the week. 

Ileports thnt as a result of M. 
Vlvlanl's mission to this country the 
State department has notified Berlin 
of tills government's Intention to 
stand with the allies in the matter, of 
reparations Were denied by a high of- 
Udal. Under the Colby administra- 
tion, It was explained. America's 
views In this respect were cabled to 
Loring Dresel, American commission- 
er at Berlin, for his own Information. 
Dresel made them known' to. the Ger- 
nuin government. The attitude of the 
government at that time Is understood 
to have boon the samq as that of the 
new adndnistratlon-pthat Germany 
must bear full responsibility for the 
war anil pay Indemnity to tlie full ex- 
tent of her ability. 

The views of the former admlnlstra- 
tlon still obtain, 'it was explained, 
and department ofilclaJs declare there 
Is no occasion for realllrnilng them.

GERMANY MUST 
PAY FOR WAR 

U. S- Government Tells Berlin 

It Stands' With the 

Allies. 



IS FAVORABLE TO REVISION 



Hope la Expressed That the Repara- 
tions Terms Will Enable German 
Nation to Recover and Renew 
Its Productive Activities. 

' Washington, April 0. — Formal state- 
ment of the attitude of the United 
States as to Geriniin repiiratlons Is 
contained In an exchange of commu- 
nications with German government of- 
ficials made public by tho State de- 
partment, Tliey arc In the form of 
memoranda transmitted through Lor- 
ing Dresel, American high commis- 
sioner at Berlin. 

The German communication, dated 
March 23, was written by Dr. Walter 
Sfmons, German foreign minister, and 
asserted It was "entirely clear both lo 
the government and people that Ger- 
many must nnike reparations to the 
limit of her ability to pay," but sought 
"exomlnntlon by unbluseU experts" to 
determine tho extent of her ability. 

In his reply, dated March 20, Secre- 
tary Hughes of the State department 
exi)ressed pleasure nt Germany*K *'un- 
equivocal expression" of Its desire to 
pny to the limit of ability and declared 
the United States "stands with the 
governments of the allies In holding 
Gernmny responsible for the war and 
tlierefore morally bound to make repa- 
ration, so far as nmy be possible." 

"This governmenti" Secretary llugbes* 
memornnduiu continued, "belle\*e8 Umt 
It recognizes In the memorandum of 
Doctor Simons a sincere desire on the 
part of tlie German government to re- 
open negotiations with tlie allies on a 
new basis and hopes that such negotia- 
tions, once resumed, may lend to a 
prompt settlement which will at the 
name time satisfy the Just claims of 
tlie allies and permit Germany hope- 
fully to renew Us productive activi- 
ties." 

In his memorandum Doctor Simons 
expressed the "earnest desire" of Ger- 
many to reach accord with the govern- 
ments of the allies and the sincere 
purpose to meet requirements as far 
ns possible. 

"Germany believe.^," tlie inemoran- 
dum said, "that a policy of duress and 
coercion will not bring about the re- 
construction of International economic 
life, and only by way of peaceful dis- 
cussion and understanding can such 
reconstruction be obtained. The Gor- 
man government considers It Impor- 
tant to give, with solemn emphasis, 
the assurance that for Its part It Is 
honestly willing to follow the path It 
bus suggested." 

Doctor Simons suggested tlint an In- 
ternational loan, In favor of whicli tiie 
nllled and associated governments 
wpuld waive their general mortgages, 
constituted the only solution of the 
problem. lie declared that Germany 
was prepared to offer the necessary 
security for such a loan, adding that 
it had been reiterated Umt' Uie situa- 
tion of Germany was better than thnt 
of many of the allied and associated 
countries, because sbe had uo foreign 
debts. 

"Germany would not be unwilling," 
he said, "to assume the obligation of 
tlie- Interest and amortization' of tl»e 
foreign debts of the allied and asso- 
ciated powers within the limit of her 
capacity should this measure be enter- 
tained by the allied and associated 
govennneiits and their creditors." 
^ The American memoranduni said: 

"The American government Is 
pleased to note In. the Infonnal memo- 
rnndum of Doctor Simons the un- 
equivocal expression on the pnrtof 
the German government of Its desire 
to afford reparation up to the limit 
of, Gorman ability to pay. This. gov- 
crnment stands with the governments 
of the allies in holding Germany re- 
spon.slble for the war and therefore 
morally bound to nmke reparation, so 
fur ns may he possible. 

"The recognIt,lon of this obligation, 
Implied' In the memorandum of Doctor 
Simons, seems to the government of 
the United States the only sound basis 
on whicli can be built a firm and Just 
peace under which the various nations 
of Europe can achieve once more eco- 
nomic Independence and stability. 

"This government believes thnt It 
recognizes In tlie memorandum of 
Doctor Simons a sincere desire on Uio 
part of the German government to re- 
open negotiations with tlie allies on a 
new basis, and hopes tlmt such nego- 
tiations, once resumed, may lead to a 
prompt settlement, which will at tiio 
same time satisfy tho, Just claims of 
the allies nnd permit Germany hope- 
fully to renew Its productive activi- 
ties."

ONE LIVES UP TO HIS NAME 



Furoy Puts Up Stiff Fight, but the 

Ranchman Proves to Be Somethlna 

o^ a Fighter Himself— Saved 

by His Automatic. 



' Fort Worth', Tex. — Frank Norfloet; 
a runchnian of West' Texas, delivered 

' Joe Furey Into the hands of the local 
jwllce here, the tlilrd of a trio of con- 
lldenc'e men to he. run dowu by Nor- 
fieet, who mthey Ueeced out of 545.000 
on a bogus oil ntock deal about a year 
ago. One of the other two commit- 
ted stilclde In Jail In Washington; 

. the other Is under a ten-year «en- 
Icncc. 

Besides losing the §43.000, Norfleet 
spent $18,000 trailing the swindlers 
over the country. IIIh chade after 
Furey was full of thrills. 

"Determined to bring to Justice the 
man who had swindled me," he said. 
"I began a hunt that took me through 
18 states and Old Mexico, I took my 
son, Pete, out of the West- Texas Nor- 
mal at Canyon to assist nie In the 
Jiunt, and It was he who located t)ie 
man at Jacksonville. Cpon arriving 
there we sepamted and registered at 
different hotels to watch for Furey'. 

' Pete had never seen the inun, hiit 
]uid studied a picture of hlm^'iind a 
few minutes after registering 'at his 
hotel Furey emerged from an elevator. 
The boy telephoned me and I cii^e to 
Mm. We followed our inon Into a 
restaurant, and thoro I placed him un- 
der arrest, following a desperate strug- 

Norfloet exhibited his finger, show- 
ing where Furey bit him during tlie 
airuggle. He also showed other mjnor 
Injuries, scratches and bruises. 

"At the police station Furey denied 
that he lind ever seen me," Norlleet 
oontlnuod. "The olUcers asked me 
Avhat authority I hud and how did I 
know he was the right man, I told 
them I was a Texos olllcer and I had 
11 warrant for Furey's arrest; that I 
had Furey's police picture — and, 
nhove nil, I know he was the. man 
•who had taken my money. I told 
tiiom that he was my man and that 
1 was going to take him. 

"They asked mo by what further 
right I-expected to take him. I pulled 
out the roqulsitloh pai>ers already 
lionorcd by the govenmr of Florida. 
'The ofllccrs looked at the popers. *Wo 
•can't do anything for you. Furey,' 
they said; 'you ure a prisoner bound 
for Texas.* 

It Took Four Policemen. 
"Believe mo, those words sure 
tickled mo. I wanted to rush him 
away. I was afraid that attempts 
might be nmde to have him released 
«r to detain him throuKli a writ of 
Imbeas corpus. I decided to take 
Furey 13 miles' from .TacksonvlUe 
and got on a train. He fought. It 
took fouf big policemen to Anally lock 
the ImndcuffH on him. Pete and I put 
Furey In the automobile and started 
to go the 13 miles. As wenearodthe lit* 
tie station the train was almost ready 
to leave. Furey again started to tight. 
Ills ^uinda were In the cufYs, but ho 
])lckcd and scrntchcd so niych. that 
the train pulled out before we got him 
In. We put him hack In the car and 
drove back to Jacksonville, 

"W6 heard Furey's lawyers were 
ijettlng busy. We know they might 
j^t lilni out on some tochnlcallty. 
Therefore wo dodged 'cm. We took 
Furoy to li private home. . We chained 
Mm In bed. Wo waited thoro until 
train time. 

Furey Jumps From Train, 

We were nearlng the end of a long, 

long trail. I had faith In our chanco 

to return him to Texas. So far there 

liod baeu no blootfshed. That Is why 



I did not use my pistol, Furey had 
kicked and hurt me uU he could. Uo 
was a nuidnutn. 

"After we had put hini on the train 
leaving Jacksonville ho tr[od to grow 
friendly. Standing by the window In 
the drawing room he made a leap 
through the window. The train was 
moving about 'JO miles an hour. He 
darted through the window like a 
prairie dog darts Into Its hole. We 
Htopped the train as quickly as we 
could. Furey had been picked up by 
a train crow. He ofTered the mem- 
bers of the crew $2,000 to hide him. 
They put him on a switch engine and 
Hturtod back to .Tacksonvllle wltli him. 
He was still handicapped by. his hand- 
culTs. He claimed he could not walk 
for the Injurj' ho received In Jumping 
from the train. 

"Another switch engine took Pete 
and myself back to Jacksonville, and 
we apiln took charge of our prisoner. 
Furey said ho could not stand the pain 
from his leg and did not want to bo 
put on the train again, I told him 
that I had ridden tlio plains horseback 
wlih my log In ns bad condition as 
that, I told him wo were going to 
take him." . 

Dodged Habeas Corpus. 
Upon arrlvlnjr Ln New Orleans, Nor- 
fleet Bald, ho still- ic^llzed the possi- 
bility of being served with legal pa- 
pers which might icause Furoy to bo 
released on bond or which might de- 
lay thp trip .back t'o. Texas, .; 

"I was .careful where t went. * We 
had to spend. part of Sunday in New 
Orleans. The .papers would have to 
be ser\'od on me, l|ecaU8e I hod se- 
cured. the, requisition papers. I \\rent 
to church. 1 knew thp oHlcers would 
not. go there to And mo. And I hoard 
two of the .finest sonnonsi ever did 
hear. I left my son at the police sta- 
tion to help watch Furey. 

Norfloet said that, he. and his son 
were Joined by special -ofllcers from 
Fort Worth before leaving New Or- 
leans with their prisoner, Furey was 
brought to Fort Worth and Jailed 
there to await trial on the charges on 
an Indictment found ^tgnlnst him by 
the Tarrant county grand Jury. ^ 

"Before, we reached New Orleans," 
Norfleet said, "Furey told ine he was 
sorry ho had not had me killed asUic 
once planned to do. I think that was

"At ono. time," snid Commissioner 
Gnbaldon, "Congress had before it no 
less than thirty resolutions expressing 
sympathy with the aspirations of the 
Irish people, If not actualy urging Eng- 
land to grant Independence to Ireland. 
At that time, also the Filipinos were 
knocking at your door. Out of the 
womb of war, many European repub- 
lics were born, and America, has re- 
joiced to uphold the same. And yet 
the claim of the Filipinos Is still un- 
heeded.

state university, Is so much more thdn 
this that Its, teaching, In the ordinary 
sense of the term, represents but a 
fraction of Its service and expense. A^ 
university Is, In fact, a clearing 
house for knowledge, both old and 
new, a forum for the discussion of 
present day problems, and an organiz- 
ation for the solution of these prob- 
lems and for the discussion of new 
truth. 

The University of Illinois performs 
four distinct functions, all expensive: 

1. Teaching tlie undergraduate body 
of students, not In set courses most 
easily taught, but In those which best 
meet their needs, requiring, of course, 
constant revision. 

2. Training new faculty and execu- 
tive staff: a university Is not only u 
repository of knowledge and an agency 
of discovery, but a training place for 
its own workers. Teachers and re- 

' search men cannot be bought like 
commodities. The only places where 
they aro produced are these same uni- 
versities; that Is to say, they must be 
manufactured through the machinery 
of the Institution. 

3. Investigation nnd research for the 
sake of correcting old beliefs and for 
the discovery of new facta, with which 
not only to Improve teaching but to 
advance the industries and rehne the 
arts of life. 

4. Attendance upon meetings, con- 
vcutloas and conferences, educational, 
lodiistrlttl, economic unu social, both 
national, state and local, ut which

most. The different colleges of the 
university dlfTcr In this respect. In 
tlie college of agriculture, for ex- 
ample, the supposition is that ooe-bulf 
the funds should go for researcli. 
Therefore, muciv les» than the total 
cuergy of the scientific staff ia avail- 
able for teaching students.

Ar a teaching Institution the unl- 
rerslty comprises elgtit collegos. four 
schools, and a hulf dozen auxiliary 
bureaus and divisions, such us the ex- 
tension service and the experiment 
stutluns, which are exclusively re- 
search In character: 1.

The University's Research Work. 
As on the teuciilng side the unlvttrsl- 
ty Impurts known truths und facts like 
any other teaching Instltutliyi, on the 
aide of re^ioarch It produces nuw truth. 
Great us la tlu» university us u 
teaching nrgiinlztiilon, ,lt Is us great. 
or greater, us tin ugeiiey of re.s'.'iirch. 
' If lliti university did no teaching ut all, 
It would Justify tlic upijropriatloii.T 
.mudo to It by the uceuitipll^Iinients of 
its' research deptirtmeiils. It Is Im- 
possible 10 give it money value tn the 
results nf sui.'h wurU, hut it is dmilil- 
less heyuiid the totiil nppnipriuiloiis of 
the university froui the time It \yas 
et!tabllshed. 

Some uf the Inipot-tant ruMcarch con- 
trlbutinns wlil(.-lk liavu /liicrouseil the 
weallh and uvlfnre of. the state and 
nation a:e ihu^e: Cfiiisi>rvailuh and 
linproveiiieni of "the ViTtlllty of tl:e 
soli;, tho liiiiirovuiaein of live stock;

Studies have hoen conduotod to los- 
aon the deslruotUvness of corn smut, 
to' determine the cnuHos of decay of 
cotton cloth, the ofToct of early frost 
on corn, add Ihe use of Illinois c^ay^ 
Id manufacture, [u research work ia 



corn breeding, four distinct kinds of 
kernel? have been produced, the prd^ 
tcin content of some being richer thuil 
before and the oil content In othsrri 
being increased. Our'chenilsta ha^Jd 
made a new alloy usable for many 
different purposes, but .chiefly ah A. 
substitute for platinum; Our psychoto- 
glsta and the faculty of the Collogo 
of Kducatloii are continuously sug- 
gesting. Improvements In teaching 
methods and administration, making 
our public schoolwork more elTectlve. N 
hundreds of tenchera have this. year 
boeii In touch with theae depu*rtmcnt8. 
In fact, there Is no (Uvlslon. of the 
university's work whose. research doea 
not. In some wiiy, directly or Indirect- 
ly Increase* public wealth or promote 
public health anil happiness. 

As n public service Institution, the 
university is called on by many differ- 
ent organisations In the state to give 
Ddvico and help In problems of wide- 
ly different churacter. Us staff aro 
cnllod on to impart Information to in- 
dividuals nnd bodies Interested In 
agriculture, engineering, business and 
general social welfare. Tho calls for 
these purposes run into the hundreds 
every year. 

Endowed and State Unlvorsltlea. 
Endowed Institutions In the country 
are raising additional fuhds for In- 
creased salaries. Harvard has raised 
515.000,000; Massachusetts "Tech" haaj 
raised $13,000,000; Princeton,, Cornell. 
Northwestern and others are doing 
likewise. The Institutions which can 
puy adequately and offer the best fu- 
cilltles for research will get the best 
touchers nnd Investigators. If Hur- 
vunl needs the annual income from 
$15,000,000' In addition to what It now 
has, the University of Illlriols needs an 
annual appropriation greater than 
tliut luctiiiio. becauBo It does so many ^ 
more lines of work. 

The average upproxlinoto per capita 
cash expenditures for Instruction at 
the University of Illinois In 1013 was 
$20p. This your It Is approximately 
$223, a decrease due to the fact that 
the staff Is being strained beyond 
reason. But If we remember that tlie 
dollar of 1013 Is worth 57 cents today, 
the value expended for Instruction this 
year per capita, Is $127; that is. the 
stnte Is ptiytng less than half In value 
this year what It paid six years ago 
for what ought to bo the same or bet- 
ter service. The money gain Is taken 
out of men and quality of work. 

Falling adequate provision, the uni- 
versity will be obliged (1) to iibandon 
a large part or all of Its research ac- 
tivities, and to sink to the level of a 
second or third rate Institution; (2) .i 
to limit the number of students, both 
In advanced aud entering dosses; (3) 
to be content to see more of our able 
staff leave us, and provide for our 
boys and girls Instruction of second 
or tl;lrd rate quality; (4) to abandon 
some established departments alto- 
gether. 

To resort to any one of these mean.i 
poorer education of the young, fewer 
and lesa valuable contributions to tlio 
wealth and welfare of tlie people by 
research, and dependence of the proud 
state of Illinois on-other Institutions 
to give Its children flrat-clasa train- 
ing and promote its welfare. 

It Is intended to ask the people ot' 
tho state, through their legislature: 

1. To appropriate for the flrst year 
of the blennlum for operation, maln- 
tenunce, equipment and certain exteoir 
slons tiie sum 6f $4,000,000 per year. 
$2,500,000 of It from tlie university 
mill tux and the balance from the gen^ 
erul revenue. 

2. To appropriate $1,000,000 a year 
for the next two years for buildings 
timt must be completed within tlmt 
period to meet the university's presa- 
Ing needs. ■ 

3. To appropriate $2.'»0.000 a year 
for two years to begin a new group of 
agricultural buildings. 

4. To amend the mill tax law by 
clmnglng the rate from two-thirds of 
a mill to one full mill, which was tho 
original rate. 

5. To make It possible for tho uni- 
versity to have a continuous policy 
with reference to Its building by 
pajasing iin additional mill tax law of 
one-fourth of a uilll. so as to provide 
for the continuance of the $1,000,000 
a year, to meet the building needs of 
tho unlvoislty for n period of ten 
years, or until reitoahii. 

This Is a large ro(|uest. although 
much snmller, na said above than that 
of Koain of our sister stnte liiHtllntluns 
whoso onrollment of students Is less 
timn that of the University of Illinois. 
It Is ft reasonablo minliuum, a con* 
Korvativo estimate. It Is for the peo- 
ple of tho state tlienisolvo.s to decide 
wheiher It sliall he given by tho le;;la- 
inture nnd tho new admlnlstiatloii. 
If you holleve In It, tell your repre- 
Hontatlvoa and your senator. 
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That of Illinois Is Very Small as Com- 
pared to Many Others,
